he Dutch and Engliſh Forces in Flanders,againſt the 
French ; with a particular Relation of a Great and 
Singular Victory obtained over the French. 


ETTERS from Bruſſels of the 23d. of May, 01d 
Stile, gives this- particular Account; That the - 
| French having drawn together a Body of about 
15000 Men, between Mabuege and Bouchian, were 
Artaqued by a Body of the Confederate Troops, 
onſiſting of 12000 Men, under the Command of Count Wal- 
lick; That the Victory was very uncertain, both. behaving 
hemſclves very Courageouſly, till a freſh Body of 4000 Bran- 
dinburgh Horſe Advancing, - fell upon the Rear of the French, 
putting them into great Confuſion by breaking their Ranks——- 
he Damage of the French Party were very conliderable, having 
loſt near 5000 Men, who were Killed upon the Spor, beſides 
everal that were made Prifoners of War.—- The Confederates 
loſt not half the Number of Men, bur keeping the Ficld, made 
themſelves Maſters of a great Booty——- 
' They further add, that by Letters from Rotterdam, they re- 
ceived the Advice of the Arrival of the Earl of Moalebourgh, 
Licutcnant General of His Majeſties Forces of Great Britain, 
who had Ordered Nine Battalions of Engliſh to be in Readineſs, 
and 'twas believed, they would take the Field in three or four 
days. And ſome are of Opinion, they with their Troops 
will this Scaſon, make an Incurſion into the French Territorics. 
They further fay, that the Flar-boats lying there, would be 
ready in ſome few days to fer Sail, with-what Sweediſh Troops 
are to Compleat the Horſe now in England ; fo that in few days 
they may be expected here, in order to give their help to- 
wards the Reducing of the Iriſh Rebels, who are now the chicf 
Support of the French King's declining Caule. 
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
